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conies along and then I w ill make the decision whether this b ill  
would move or whether we would just use the statute that would 
be in the revision of the election law. So without any further
discussion, i f  you have some questions, I would be more than
happy to respond.

SPEAKER BAACK: Thank you, Senator Robinson. Discussion on the
advancement of LB 90? Seeing none, do you wish to close,
Senator Robinson? He waives closing. W e 'll  now vote on the 
advancement of LB 90. All those in favor vote aye, opposed vote 
no. We are voting on the advancement of LB 90.
